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Verbal Skyrockets Over Capitol Cadillac 
Sign May Rival City’s Fireworks Display

A proposed revision of the 
site plan for the Capitol Cadillac 
Automobile dealership on the 
Golden Triangle could result in 
some fireworks, but it won't be 
the kind that Greenbelters look 
forward to on July 4. The 
Greenbelt City Council took ac¬ 
tion on both these matters on 
April 16 by (1) voicing their 
displeasure at Cadillac's propo¬ 
sal for a free-standing pole sign 
facing the Capital Beltway and 
(2) approving the purchase of 
a fireworks display from low- 
bidder Zambelli Fireworks Man¬ 
ufacturing Company, Inc. 

Cadillac Sign 

In January City Manager James 
K. Giese learned that the County 
department of Licenses and Per¬ 
mits had issued a sign permit to 
Cadillac prior to approval by the 
Park and Planning Board. The 
permit was later revoked. 

A letter from Mayor Richard Pil- 
ski, on behalf of council, was then 
sent to Howard Jobe, Cadillac pre¬ 
sident, expressing disappointment 
at their request for a sign near the 
Beltway. 

Pilski wrote: . . At the time of 
site plan review (summer 1977), the 
City Council specifically noted and 
questioned your representatives as 
to the use for the rear area of the 
property and whether or not it was 
intended to be used for the place ¬ 
ment of an advertising sign. We 
were advised that Capitol Cadillac 
believed that such a sign would 
detract from the appearance of the 
facility, and that there was no in¬ 
tention to place a sign at that lo¬ 
cation (Beltway) ... It was noted 
that the site plan provides for 
signs at two other locations on the 
property . . 

In reply, Jobe wrote: . . The 

original site plan, which was sub¬ 
mitted to Maryland National Cap¬ 
itol Park and Planning Commis¬ 
sion, indicated a future sign to be 
located on Capitol Drive (in front 
of the building facing Greenbelt 
Road) . . . They were informed 
that future sign permits would be 
submitted at a later date, as I had 
not decided on its location at that 
time. Therefore, (Capitol Cadillac 


representatives) . . . were aware 
of the fact that they would have 
to go back to (MNCPPC) for this 
second permit . . . General Motors 
. . . requires one major identifica¬ 
tion sign for each dealership, but 
with the natural appearance of the 
building, I decided not to detract 
from that feeling and consequently 
not have the predominant sign in 
front of it, but rather to the east 
side of the building, as far away 
from the (National) park and as 
unobtrusive as possible . . 

In April, MNCPPC received a re¬ 
vision of the landscape plan from 
Cadillac showing the addition of 
the sign near the Beltway. The 
plan was sent to the city for com¬ 
ments. 

Council Response 

“I find it amazing,” said Mayor 
Pro Tern Gil Weidenfeld (Mayor 
Pilski was absent) “that Park and 
Planning would ask the city for 
comments when they had no con¬ 
cept of what was contemplated 
here.” MNCPPC did not send 
drawings of the sign since Cadillac 
had not submitted them. (The 
News Review learned that the 
drawings were received by MN¬ 
CPPC on April 23 and will be sent 
to the city.) 

“Is there nothing sacred in Prince 
Georges County?” asked Council¬ 
man Thomas White, referring to 
earlier assurances given by Cadil¬ 
lac representatives that there would 
be no sign near the Beltway and 
approvals of plans by Park and 
Planning (fall 1977) without such 
a sign designation. 

Council unanimously passed a 
motion voicing strong opposition to 
the proposed site plan revision on 
the basis that it was inconsistent 
with the overall quality develop¬ 
ment proposed for the property and 
a total reversal of design concepts 
previously put forth by the repre¬ 
sentatives of the property owners. 

Council also observed that MN¬ 
CPPC had sent the city a landscape 
plan for review. Previously a site 
plan was submitted ar 1 approved. 
Therefore, council was concerned 
that there could bn diTerences in 
the two plans. 

Councilman Richard Caslaldi 
was also worried that nless die 
type of parking (parking, storage, 


display) was specifically designated 
on the development plans, the en¬ 
tire parking area could be used for 
dispay or storage, forcing increased 
parking pressure elsewhere on the 
Triangle. 

Fireworks 

On Independence Day, Zambelli 
will once again provide Greenbelt 
with fireworks. According to Giese, 
“Zambelli offers the largest num¬ 
ber and variety of pieces and is 
adjudged to be the best at $2,499. 
25.” Council also decided to purch¬ 
ase six additional shells at $7.00 
each — the dramatic and spectac¬ 
ular 24” rockets that splash brilliant 
colors across the sky, accompanied 
by a chorus of “oohs” and “aahs” 
from the spectators. 

Council was advised that the pre¬ 
sent fireworks coverage does not 
insure the city’s setting off the dis¬ 
play with its own employees. Addi¬ 
tional insurance coverage would 
cost $1,000, and employee costs for 
setting off the displays estimated 
to be about $1,000 — a total of 
$2,000. Zambelli’s price for this 
operation is $2,000 plus an addition¬ 
al $250 if it rains, Giese will ex¬ 
amine the options, including that of 
contracting with former Director 
of Public Works Albert Attick, who 
for decades had supervised the fire¬ 
works display. 

Other Business 

Council supported Greenbelt CA 
RES’ opposition to the county exe¬ 
cutive office’s proposed budget cut 
which would result in termination 
of the free county film library ser¬ 
vice. CARES has been presenting 
weekly films in Old Greenbelt and 
the Springhill Lake area to (1) 
provide a structured and construc¬ 
tive way for adolescents to spend 
a few hours and (2) to arrive at 
conclusions about varying issues 
through group discussion. 

Council opposed the county’s 
proposed increase in landfill fees 
from $6 to $7 a ton. Giese said that 
he did not find justification for 
this increase and also discovered 
that “landfill fees' are being used 
tp finance bulky trash service with- 

lit charge to unincorporated areas 
the county but not to municipal¬ 
ities.” Council , thought this was in ¬ 
equitable and will ask for an ad¬ 
justment in the charge. 


Council Explores Need For Policy 
On Requests for Financing of Roads

In addition to receiving ad¬ 
ministrative and committee re¬ 
ports on Monday, April 16, city 
council passed an ordinance 
changing the city's election pre¬ 
cincts and considered a deed for 
the commercial center side¬ 
walks. Not surprisingly, coun¬ 
cil also received a request for 
special assessment financing for 
required city and state street 
construction in Springhill Lake 
North. Five new police recruits 
were also sworn in by Mayor 
Pro-Tem Gil Weidenfeld. 

Upon learning of the request for 
financing from Harold Kramer, 
owner-representative for Springhill 
Lake North, city council agreed 
that a policy should be set to deal 
with such requests. “They’re all 
coming to the well right now,” 
summarized Councilman Richard 
Castaldi. For example, Sidney 
Brown, Beltway Plaza developer, 
recently sent a letter to the city 
asking in general terms about the 
possibilities of financing. Across 
the Parkway, in association with 
annexation, the city council has 
agreed to finance road improve¬ 
ments for the Greenway Shopping 


Center with city general obliga-^ 
tion bonds. 1 

In considering a city policy, City 
Manager James Giese listed the 
matters to be considered: the type 
of financing, the kinds of develop¬ 
ments to support, the length of the 
financing, and the return to the city. 

Giese cautioned that the city’s 
general obligation credit (10% of 
assessed valuation or about $10 
million) should not be used up on 
special assessment financing to the 
detriment of other necessary capi¬ 
tal projects. The Greenway im¬ 
provements are expected to cost 
slightly more than $1 million. An¬ 
other possibility which will be re¬ 
searched is special assessment 
bonds that are not general obliga¬ 
tions of the city and would carry 
a higher rate of interest. 

In considering the other matters, 
Giese felt it was obvious that the 
city would not help development 
it considered undesirable. Council 
members Thomas White and Cas¬ 
taldi viewed this issue as an op¬ 
portunity for the city to encourage 
better development. As precedent, 
Giese noted that the county has 
used revenue bonds for what it 
views as quality development. Giese 
suggested that the improvements 
financed be limited to those requir¬ 


ed by the city. 

Another question to be considered 
is the length of financing. Green¬ 
way developers have requested 
twenty years and Springhill Lake 
ten years. Other matters include 
the security for the loan and the 
return to the city. In the Green¬ 
way case, the city will be getting 
new property on the tax rolls 
through the proposed annexation. 

Councilman Charles Schwan felt 
Springhill Lake’s request for finan-

Greenway will be held Monday, 
April 30 at 8 p.m. in the city coun¬ 
cil chambers. A charter amendment 
resolution describing the bounda¬ 
ries of the 26-acre tract to be an¬ 
nexed and the phasing-in of city 
property taxes has been published 
as required. 

Greenbelt East/Greenway is lo¬ 
cated south of Greenbelt Road, be¬ 
tween Hanover Parkway extended 
on the east and Baltimore-Wash¬ 
ington Parkway on the west. The 
developers of the property, West¬ 
ern Development Corporation, for¬ 
mally requested annexation.

Proxy Drive Insures Residents 
Control of Greenbriar Assn.

In a surprise upset, the resident owners of Greenbriar gather¬ 
ed 535 proxy votes to outweigh the developers solid block of 437 
votes at the Greenbriar Recreational Association (GRA) annual 
meeting on Tuesday evening, April 17. With its overwhelming 
majority, the residents gained the three senior seats on the five 
member Board of Directors. 


GRA is the umbrella organization 
which controls the utilities, recrea¬ 
tional facilities, clubhouse and com¬ 
mon areas for the five phases of 
Greenbriar Condominiums. (Phase 
V was recently annexed at a special 
meeting of the Recreational Asso¬ 
ciation.) GRA’s projected 1979 bud¬ 
get is $264,610. 

Robert Zugby (Phase m home- 
owner), Bill Ayers, President Phase 
I), and Bill Meister ex-President 
Phase II) were elected to the Board 
by the resident owners. Barbara 
Lowry and Barbara Kennedy (resi¬ 
dent manager Phase V) were elec¬ 
ted by the developer, Greenbriar 
Associates. Zugby and Ayers will 
serve three-year terms, Meister 
and Lowry two years, and Kennedy 
one year. Seniority was based on 
the number of votes received. Al¬ 
though each owner theoretically 
could vote for all five nominees, the 
vote, with abstentions, clearly split 
along resident/developer lines. 
With a maximum 972 votes possi¬ 
ble for each candidate, the official 
Ually was: Zugby-535, Ayers-531, 
Meister-512, Lowry-444, and Ken¬ 
nedy-444. 

For the meeting the resident ow¬ 
ners registered a remarkable 82% 
registration, either in person ; or by 
proxy. This percentage was almost 
evenly divided among all three 
phases: from Phase I 212 out of 
251 (85%), from Phase II 195 out of 
235 (83%), from Phase III 128 out 
of 165 (78%) occupied units . Com¬ 
pared to these 535 votes, Greenbriar 
Associates controlled 437 votes: 75 
from unsold units in Phase in, 112 
from Phase IIIB, 84 in Phase IV, 
and all 165 in Glen Oaks rental un¬ 
its in Phase V. (Greenbriar Asso¬ 
ciates is the limited partnership of 
Alan and Jerome Kay, developers 
of Greenbriar.) 

George Brugger, attorney for the 
developers and Greenbriar Recrea¬ 
tional Association, opened the meet¬ 
ing with what amounted to a con¬ 
cession speech. He praised the resi¬ 
dents’ organization and planning, 
which had enabled them to obtain 
such a high representation, adding 
that they would “need this ability 
to pull together to keep the prob¬ 
lems small.” 

When the floor opened for nom¬ 
inations, Brugger announced the 
developers’ intention to nominate 
and vote for only two nominees, 
Barbara Kennedy and Barbara 
Lowry. Kennedy is manager of 
the Glen Oaks rental units and 
Lowry supervises that project and 
others from her office in Bethesda. 


Neither was present to speak on 
her nomination . Ayers, Meister. 
and Zugby were each nominated 
by a resident from his respective 

ptiase. 

In responding to the nomination, 
Ayers said, "People have asked me 
whether I can devote full time and 
attention to the Recreation Asso¬ 
ciation since I am President of 
Phase I. My answer is an unquali¬ 
fied yes.” In reviewing his qualifi¬ 
cations for GRA director, he stres¬ 
sed his familiarity with problems 
common to all Greenbriar phases, 
the budget, and common areas He 
mentioned working with Phase II 
in hiring the new condominium 
management firm, and with Phase 
III in its organizational meetings 
and GRA pre-election proxy drive. 

Meister, who has been a Green- 
briar resident since August 1976 re¬ 
cently completed a two-year term 
as Phase ITs President. He prom¬ 
ised “better insight into the GRA 
problems.” Turning to GRA finan¬ 
cing he asked, “Have we, the home- 
owners, ever received a financial 
statement? Have we, the home¬ 
owners, even been told of an au¬ 
dit?” 

Zugby simply stated, “Phases 1 
and n offer experience; Phase III 
offers a willingness to serve. I 
look forward to working with Bill 
Ayers and Bill Meister.” , Zugby 
has been a Greenbriar resident 
since October 1977. 

Despite a reminder that each 
could vote for five candidates, the 
developers and residents held their 
lines. In a sense the balloting was 
a formality. The real contest had 
taken place when Phases I, II, and 
III conducted their proxy drive, 
including a publicity blitz, door-bo- 
door canvassing and letters to ab¬ 
sentee owners.

force to 30 men. If hired in Jan¬ 
uary, the salary increase would he 
approximately $34,984. Presenting 
their own statistics to council to 
verify the need, the FOP represen¬ 
tatives said they believed the pres¬ 
ent city population to be 24,710, 2,000 
higher than the city’s estimates. 

By June of 1980 they expect the 
population to top 25,000, 

The FOP would like to see full 
implementation of three sector pa¬ 
trolling and pointed out that there 
has been talk about sector C since 
1976. At present the FOP members 
believe 23% of the crime to be in 
that sector. Because of limited 
coverage, especially patrolling, the 
officers told council that crimes of 
opportunity increased in sector C. 
They acknowledged that hiring 
more men would not cut all crimes 
but they believed it would cut down 
this type which relies heavily for 
success on non-visibility of police. 

(To questions about Roosevelt High 
School, they reported no trouble 
there.) 

To emphasize the problem the 
police pointed out that often the 
sector A car has to patrol sectors 
A and C and when the car is in 
sector A, sector C suffers; when it 
is in C, A suffers. They feel sec¬ 
tors A and C are too large for 
one car to patrol. 

Sector “C” includes Charlestowne 
Village, Charlestowne North, Uni¬ 
versity Square Apts., Southway, 7- 
11 courts, Greenbriar, Glen Oaks, 
Windsor Green, Greenbelt Road 
from Rt. 201 East to City Line, Rt. 

201 from Rt. 495 South to Green¬ 
belt Road, E.R. Sr. High School, 
MacDonald Field, ExVal Station, 
Armory, Convalescent Home Ameri¬ 
can Legion, Holy Cross Cl *eh and 
the Golden Triangle. 

, In sector “A” are all GHI homes 
(except 7-11 Southway), Lakeside 
area, Crescent Road Apts., Park¬ 
way Road Apts., Lakewood, Box¬ 
wood, Lakeside North Apts., Lake 
Park, Braden Field, Youth Center & 
Pool area, Centerway Shopping 
Center and parking lots, Mobil Sta¬ 
tion, Center Elementary, North 
End Elementary St. Hughs School 
and Church, Baptist Church, Com¬ 
munity Church, Methodist Church, 
Green Ridge House, Northway land 
fill field, Rt. 201 from Rt. 495 North 
to City line, Springhill Lake North, 
GHI building and lots, Fire House. 

Together they represent approxi¬ 
mately 2/3 of the crime in the 
city, according to FOP statistics. 

The FOP also challenged the 
city’s crime statistics which show 
a reduction of crime in the city, 
pointing out that the format for 
listing crimes was changed in 1976- 
1977. Present records do not give 
the true picture, they believe, be¬ 
cause if more than one crime is 
committed at the same time, only I 
the most serious crime is listed. 
There is a lot more serious crime 
than shows up, they said. To 
prove this, the police started tak¬ 
ing their own tally sheets in March. 
Their results in March showed a 
total of 413 calls in sector A. 434 in 
B and 250 in C. They also, on 
their own time, have gone back 
and checked crimes as listed in 
their official records and compared 
them with city statistics which are 
based on FBI categories. 

Councilman Schwan asked the 
police for the tabulations they have 
made and also the official “FBI” 
statistics. He said we shouldn't 
be going back and forth from one 
set of statistics to another, we 
“want the best you can give us so 
that we . . . can determine trends.” 

The police representatives re¬ 
minded council that the city had 
had to hire 5 men at one time for 
SHL in 1966. They felt the present 
situation was a similar one. They 
told council that even figures show¬ 
ing the number of men on duty 
at a specific time did not give an 
accurate picture. They explained 
they arc having to spend more time 
in attending courts: traffic, crim¬ 
inal, juvenile, etc. 

So as not to have too great an 
impact on the city budget the FOP 
suggested the city hire all six offi¬ 
cers January 1 so that the actual 
increase money wise would be the 
same as hiring 3 in July. A second 
plan would be to hire 4 January 1 
and 2 July 1,1980 — thereby spread¬ 
ing the cost over 2 fiscal years. 

* The police also asked for a clerk 
typist so that clerical duties could 
be taken away from the dispatcher. 
They felt the dispatcher had too 
much to do when she had to type 


reports along with her other duties. 
Chief Lane disagreed. He sugges¬ 
ted putting the records clerk in the 
evening to relieve the dispatcher 
of some duties. He didn’t see typ¬ 
ing reports as a major duty. 

Officer Fulgham mentioned that 
federal grants are available for 
police administration. Giese stated 
that he was asking for an addition¬ 
al staff member in order to pursue 
grants more effectively. 

Other matters asked for were 
equipment and better insurance 
benefits. 

Chief Lane would like a copying 
machine. The FOP also asked for 
additional cars. They felt that 
they needed another unmarked car 
but felt that unmarked cars, the 
Chiefs car, and others, could be 
less expensive vehicles. The police 
felt that they should replace ve¬ 
hicles which had more than 50,000 
mileage. Giese felt this was not 
necessarily the life expectancy of 
a vehicle. 

Pilski asked that the benefits of 
the high option medical insurance 


be investigated. Since there is so 
much stress on the job, he said, the 
officers should have as much pro¬ 
tection as possible. 

Ed Putens, from the Windsor 
Green Board of Directors, told 
council that people in his area were 
worried about the amount of police 
coverage they were getting and 
asked if the situation would be 
improving. Giese explained that 
during the times the city was noc 
divided into 3 sectors, sector 3 was 
part of another and there always 
was 24 hours per day coverage. 
Putens spoke in favor of more po¬ 
licemen especially since houses in 
their section would soon be doub¬ 
led and he said they were experi¬ 
encing growing pains. He promised 
that people from Windsor Green 
will come to the city budget hear¬ 
ing. He commended the police. 

Council also commended the po¬ 
lice for the fine work they do and 
expressed regret that because of 
the small size of the force there 
was little room for advancement.

that “it seems unfair to use it 
for someone outside the city and 
not for someone inside who has 
been so g6od.” White emphasized 
that the SpringhiJl Lake developers 
“have a remarkable record of be¬ 
ing good citizens.” 

Castaldi noted that he enjoyed 
the outline Giese had provided in 
his agenda comments, Giese il¬ 
luminated the historical back¬ 
ground of special assessment bonds 
by noting that they “received a 
bad name in the Depression.” Dur¬ 
ing the booming twenties the bonds 
were issued to finance “public fa¬ 
cilities for speculative land devel¬ 
opments,” Unfortunately, during 
the Depression the bonds were de¬ 
faulted. Even up into the fifties 
streets, sidewalks and lights exis¬ 
ted in the Chicago area where there 
were no houses, Giese said. 

Commercial Center 

Council was shown a quit claim 
deed for the mall commercial cen¬ 
ter sidewalks, which had been pre¬ 
pared by city attorney Emmett 
Nanna. The center mall owners, 
George and Lisa Christacos, are 
presently examining the deed. In 
addition to dedicating the sidewalks 
to the city, the deed provides for a 
special assessment on Christacos' 
other mall property payable over 
a ten year period to improve the 
sidewalks. 

Castaldi was concerned that the 
deed might not be sufficient to 
cover the special assessment pro¬ 
vision. Calling a deed “the most 
sacred instrument known to the 
law,” Nanna remarked that “for 
twelve years you’ve been trying to 
get the sidewalks—jump on it.” 
If the property were sold, the deed 
would be included, it was noted. 
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Although a letter from Christacos 
agreeing to the special assessment 
did not seem necessary, council a- 
greed with White that such a letter 
would be ‘icing on the cake.” 

The shopping center owners have 
filed a petition to have the mall re¬ 
zoned from R P-C (Rural Planned 
Community) to C-S-C (Commercial 
Shopping Center). The petition 
came before the zoning hearing 
examiner on April 18. At its meet¬ 
ing council moved to authorize the 
execution of the quit claim deed 
and to convey to the hearing ex¬ 
aminer that the city supports re¬ 
zoning on the condition that the 
deed is signed. On April 18 the 
zoning hearing examiner took the 
petition under advisement. A de¬ 
cision is expected by the end of 
next month. The case will then be 
sent to the district council in June. 

Reports 

The city manager explained that 
preparation of an ordinance pro¬ 
viding for financial disclosure for 
the Advisory Planning Board (AP- 
B> had not been forgotten. How¬ 
ever, its preparation has been post¬ 
poned until the city can examine, 
a new Code of Ethics passed by 
the Maryland General Assembly. 

Council accepted an APB report 
on improving Metro rapid rail ser¬ 
vice, which it will consider at its 

next meeting. 

Council also passed an ordinance 
dividing Greenbelt into four pre¬ 
cincts instead of three for city elec¬ 
tions. By adding precinct 13 for 
that portion of Greenbelt east of 
the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way, the city will have the same 
precinct boundaries as this part of 
Prince Georges County’s 21st dis¬ 
trict. 

The evening began as five new 
police officers were sworn in by 
Mayor Pro Tern Gil Weidenfeld, 
Bringing the number of officers up 
to full strength at 24, the new offi¬ 
cers are Mark DiPietro, David 
Kress, James Love, Gregory Lynn, 
and Terrance McGarth. They have 
completed their first week out of 
approximately two months of 
training. Schwan was impressed 
with “such a handsome group.”

The Greenbriar condominiums, believed by some residents to 
n«ve the highest concentration of crime in the city, actually have 
a lower overall crime rate than the rest of Greenbelt. 

According to information recently released by the city’s police 
department, the Greenbriar area, which includes the Glen Oaks 
and Windsor Green complexes, had a crime rate far below the 
remainder of Greenbelt during 1978. 

The police department data 
grouped all reported offenses un¬ 


der the area in which they occur¬ 
red . The three areas are Spring- 
hill Lake and Beltway Plaza (1), 
\ Central Greenbelt (2) and the 
Greenbriar -Glen Oaks and Windsor 
Green complex (3). 

Eleven percent of Greenbelt’s 
reported crime occurred in the 
Greenbriar-Glen Oaks and Windsor 
Green area, with 48 percent in 
Springhill Lake and Beltway Plaza 
and 40 percent in Central Greenbelt. 

During a heated session recent¬ 
ly, the city council voted 3-2 
to proceed with the construction of 
an overpass spanning the Balti- 
more-Washington Parkway from 
east of the end of Gardenway to 
the Greenbriar Phase I condomin¬ 
iums. About 50 angry Phase I resi¬ 
dents attended that meeting and 18 
concerned speakers petitioned coun¬ 
cil to approve an alternate site 
< Mandan Rd.), which is farther 
from their neighborhood. 

A major reason cited by residents 
opposed to the Gardenway site and 
by Phase I Greenbriar Condomin¬ 
ium president Bill Ayers was that 
Greenbriar already had the high¬ 
est crime rate in the city and the 
overpass would increase the prob¬ 
lem. 


GHI NOTES 

The first draft of the new GHI 
Desjgnbook by architect Roger K. 
Lewis, will be discussed next week 
by the Aesthetics and Environment 
Committee on April 30 at 7:30 p.m. 
and by the Engineering and Main¬ 
tenance Committee on May 2 at 8 
p.m. The purpose of the Designbook 
is to present ideas and make rec¬ 
ommendations on such items as 
fences, sheds, additions, powder 
rooms, etc. that will be harmonious 
with the existing architecture and 
surroundings and enhance the en¬ 
vironment. 

The GHI Board will meet Thurs¬ 
day, April 26, 8 p.m. 

On Tuesday, May 1, a number of 
GHI committees Long Range 
Planning, Member and Community 
Relations, Aesthetics and Environ¬ 
ment and Engineering and Main¬ 
tenance — will meet with represen¬ 
tatives from Nelson Walker and 
Associates. Nelson Walker has pre ¬ 
sented a proposal to GHI for a 
waste heat recovery system fueled 
by municipal solid waste (garbage) 
to replace GHTs present heating 
system. This system would be cen¬ 
tralized with GHFs present boilers 
acting as a back -up. Interested 
members are encouraged to attend. 


Ayers said during the recent 
meeting that “one city official es¬ 
timated that 30 percent of all crime 
in Greenbelt occurs in Greenbriar, 
due to the close confines of the 
area." But the police department’s 
survey of crime reports, taken from 
January 1 through December 31, 
1978, disproves this. 


lice chief, compiled the survey re¬ 
sults, which she said was the first 
report to list all offenses by the 
area in which they were committed. 
Previous reports showed only the 
number of serious crimes reported 
in the city as a whole, along with 
arrests and accidents. 

According to these “macro” re¬ 
ports, the number of serious crimes 
committed in Greenbelt has shown 
a fairly steady decline since 1974, 
when 1,462 offenses were reported. 
In 1976, 1,435 serious crimes were 
reported, while in 1978 the number 
declined to 1,168. These serious 
crimes include murder, rape, rob¬ 
bery, breaking and entering, lar¬ 
ceny/theft, auto larceny, vandalism 
and assault. 

Boone said the surveys are used 
to discover which areas need more 
police protection and to keep the 
city council informed on the growth 
of crime in Greenbelt.

5th Year Funding 

Councilmen Thomas White, Rich¬ 
ard Castaldi and Charles Schwan 
attended a public hearing conduct¬ 
ed by the County Council on the 
5th year Community Development 
Program Block Grant Funds on 
March 22. The City's request for 
$200,000 for Ridge Road reconstruc¬ 
tion was not funded. Instead, $60,- 
000 is included in the proposal for 
improving * Hillside between Re¬ 
search and Laurel Hill including 
the construction of a pedestrian 
underpass. Also provided was $20,000 
for a rehabilitation loan specialist 
and $40,000 to Greenbelt Homes for 
a loan improvement program. 

The Ridge Road improvement is 
scheduled for next fiscal year. Ac¬ 
cording to City Manager James K. 
Giese, the county council is com¬ 
mitted to the three-year funding 
program by undertaking the start 
of the Neighborhood Improvement 
Program. He feels that this action 
should assure future funding.
